Value of Aberdeen-Angus Bulls for Crossing 


By Prof. J. G. Fuller, 
University of Missouri. 


The experiment reported at this time is the second trial in this 
study and is practically a duplication of the first trial completed in 
May, 1927. Three lots of eight calves each were used, Lot I— 
cross bred Aberdeen-Angus-Holstein, Lot Il—pure bred Holstein, 
and Lot III—pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. As was explained at the 
time the first trial was completed and on several occasions since, 
the object of this experiment is to study methods of beef produc- 
tion and plans of breeding that may lead to more economical and 
profitable beef production especially in those sections adjacent to 
dairying and where certain kinds of breeding cattle are available. 

A good sized milk-producing cow, the kind that could be relied 
upon to give about 6000 lbs. of milk per year, or nurse two or three 
calves, is the sort of cow sought for to produce the calves. The 
sire thus far used has been a pure bred black polled (Aberdeen- 
Angus) beef-type bull. Relatively large Holstein cows mated to 
such bulls have thus far produced uniformly black polled calves 
which markly resemble their sire and sell to advantage as baby 
beeves at 12 to 15 months of age and are credited with being good 
specimens of grade market beef cattle. 

The advantages thought to be in favor of this plan of breeding 
might be stated as follows: Part of the herd of cows can be hand- 
milked and the remainder nurse calves to be developed and market- 
ed for baby beef. Milk producers, who do not raise their calves, 
might be encouraged to use the proper type of beef sire and sell 
the calves to someone who would finish them for beef in their pro- 
gram of baby beef production. A herd of grade cows could easily 
be shifted to beef production by the use of the proper type of beef 
sire, and lastly, a beef producer rearing calves for baby beef might 
find it to his advantage to keep a limited number of good-sized 
grade dairy cows and mate them with the beef herd sire to pro- 
duce calves for baby beef and use the dairy cows for milk pro- 
duction. 

In all the trials, the cattle in the various lots received the same 
ration and the same amount of feed per head per day. They did 
not vary greatly in weight; therefore, it seemed advisable to keep 
the feed allowance the same, although in the trial just completed 
it is likely that the Holstein calves would have consumed slightly 
more feed during the last part of the feeding trial had it been of- 
fered them. 

Lot I was composed of eight Aberdeen-Angus-Holstein cross- 
bred calves. Six of these calves were raised by dairymen near 


Madison and secured at about 100 lbs. each. All of the calves 
nursed (in some cases two per cow) until about six months of age.

raised in this way were in good condition when 
the trial started and probably accounts for a 
somewhat higher valuation at that time than 
would have been the case had they not been 
fed grain prior to weaning time. This is also 
the main reason why this lot shows a lower 
return per animal on the data sheets than the 
pure bred Holstein lot which was valued at a 
much lower price per cwt. at the beginning of 
the trial. 

Lot II was composed of eight pure bred 
Holstein calves which were secured as weaned 
bull calves from breeders of pure bred Hol- 
steins. They were steered and fed a short per- 
iod before being put upon the feeding trial.

THE PRESENT STATUS - 
OF CATTLE AND BEEF. 


(By Louis G. Connor in Armour’s Monthly Letter to Animal Husbandmen.) 


Prior to the World War there had been a duty on cattle and 
beef for a long time, with the exception of the years 1894 to 1897. 
Until 1905 the United States virtually dominated the export trade 
in good type beef and well-finished live cattle. In 1907 the domes- 
tic exports of beef, and the beef equivalent of live animals, amount- 
ed to more than 600,000,000 pounds, or nearly 9 per cent of the 
total United States production of dressed beef, which was about 
7,913,000,000 pounds. For that period it would have been illogical 
to expect a tariff to have benefited domestic producers of fat cat- 
tle. However, at intervals, claims have been made that there was 
a slight tariff benefit to producers of thin cattle, e. g., stockers 
and feeders, owing to protection from Mexican and Canadian com- 
petition in the domestic market, and that more of the domestic 
producers of thin cattle were enabled to stay in business as a re- 
sult of the tariff. With the industry in all three countries on an 
extensive grazing basis, and a considerable part of the ranges of 
the United States beginning to feel the restriction of permanent 
agricultural settlement only by the year 1900, such an indirect 
tariff benefit to cattle breeders could have been but slight. 

Declines in Cattle Slaughter. 

In the eight years beginning with 1907 there was not only a 
sweeping decline in American exports of cattle and beef, but a 
brief swing to an import basis. This was due chiefly to a rapid 
spread of homesteading into areas previously devoted largely to 
beef cattle. Several years of short pasture crops, feed crops, or 


both, accentuated this trend. The swing to an import basis and 
homesteading made a temporary decline in cattle numbers inevit- 
able. By 1913 there was evidence that the tariff had become ef- 
fective in some degree on domestic prices for cattle and beef. 

The declines from 1909 to 1915 indicated, can be summarized 


as follows: 


FO ee cattle slaughter from 13,611,432 head to 10,822,109 

Calf slaughter from 6,552,600 to 4,639,500. 

Beef production from 7,041,000,000 to 5,779,000,000 pounds 

Veal production from 686,000,000 to 427,000,000 pounds. — 

However, domestic slaughter and meat production were lar 
than otherwise would have been the case, owing to heavy immense 
tions from Canada and Mexico. Net imports of live cattle wera 
equivalent to approximately 56,000,000 pounds of dressed beef in 
1912, and 316,000,000 pounds in 1914. By 1914 the excess of im. 
ports of beef and beef equivalent of live cattle amounted to 461. 
270,000 pounds. In other words, there was a net change in the beef 
status of the United States of 1,064,000,000 pounds between 1907 
and 1914, i. e., from net exports of 602,733,000 pounds to net im 
ports of 461,271,000 pounds. . 

Other Countries Increase Beef Exports. 

As a result of this change the world situation reacted sharp| 
—Argentina, Uruguay, Australia, New Zealand, and Canada 
creased their exports of dressed beef and beef equivalent of live 
cattle between 1910 and 1914 from approximatly 1,100,000,000 
pounds to nearly 1,600,000,000 pounds. Between 1907 and 1910 
however, there appears to have been little increase aside from a 
200,000,000 pound gain in the case of Argentina. With the change 
in the beef situation of the United States far more than offsetting 
this growth in the exports from these other countries, and with de- 
mand remaining good both at home and abroad, prices for cattle 
and beef advanced rapidly. For example, in Buenos Aires choice 
steers for chilled beef (export) rose from $3.48 per 100 pounds 
live weight in 1909 to $5.70 in 1914. Choice butcher cattle in Tor- 
onto rose from $6.15 in 1910 to $8.30 in 1914. Native beef steers 
in Chicago rose from $6.34 in 1909 to $8.65 in 1914. In 1915 feed- 
ing conditions in this country became more favorable, and Chicago 
rg — prices receded slightly, but Buenos Aires advanced 
o $6.24. 

Under normal conditions a decline in domestic prices would be 
expected following removal of a tariff which had become effective 
in the interest of domestic producers. But under the highly ab- 
normal conditions in this country and in the world beef trade, and 
with demand remaining good, the advance already mentioned was 
to be looked for, tariff or no tariff. The exporting countries could 
not increase their output fast enough to offset the United States 
decline. Apparently a domestic price recession began in 1915, but 
it was immediately reversed by wartime demand and the especially 
favorable position of the United States in satisfying that demand. 
(Forced economies in refrigerated ocean cargo space, and only 
three weeks needed for a round trip from the United States to 
Europe as compared with six weeks from Argentine and twelve 
weeks from Australia.) What might have happened had there 
been no war is entirely conjectural. 

War Growth in U. S. Cattle Slaughter. 

Developments between 1915 and 1920 were of great signifi- 
cance. It has been noted that there was a striking decline in calf 
slaughter until 1915. This began in 1913 and resulted, to a con- 
siderable extent, from the saving of an unusual proportion of beef 
calves for breeding purposes or for subsequent sale as beef ani- 
mals, in order to offset the antecedent liquidation of older animals. 
In part, this retention of calves was due to the awakening of home- 
steaders to their need for live stock. The saving of calves made 
possible the surprising increase in cattle slaughter in the United 
States between 1915 and 1918, although a rapid change to slaught- 
ering at younger ages also appears to have occurred during this 
time. This contributed considerably to gains in the number slaught- 
ered and to the beef supply. 

The United States returned to an export basis in cattle and 
beef in 1916. Domestic slaughter of cattle increased to 15,750,400 
head in 1918, or an advance of 43 per cent over 1914, while beef 
production rose to 7,279,000,000 pounds, or an increase of 30 per 
cent. Calf slaughter rose to 8,445,000 head in 1919, being in that 
year nearly 100 per cent more than in 1914, while veal production 
increased 376,000,000 pounds, or nearly 90 per cent. 

Imports of cattle contributed to this slaughter. In 1914 and 
1915 an average of 703,267 head, 70 per cent of them from Mexico, 
were brought in. In the fiscal years 1916-1918 nearly 370,000 
head, 55 per cent from Canada, were imported per annum. In the 
calendar year 1919 imports totaled 642,395 head, 86 per cent com- 
ing from Canada. These additions did not weigh very heavily, how- 
ever, in the expansion of domestic production of cattle and beef. 

Direct Result of Price Advances. 

The rapid increase in cattle slaughter was a direct result of 
rapid advances in prices. Native beef steers at Chicago rose from 
$8.40 per 100 pounds in 1915 to $15.50 in 1919. Choice butcher 
cattle at Toronto rose from $8.00 to approximately $15.00, in line 
with Chicago. Chilled steers in Buenos Aires rose from $6.24 to 
$8.24, benefiting less from war demand than American cattle be- 
cause of the longer time required to ship the beef to Europe. The 
effect of the war on the domestic cattle and beef market was simi- 
lar to that caused by a very high tariff ac- [Continued on page 15

Buffalo used to roam here and on these plains have I seen the ante- 
lope and eaten of his delicate flesh. 

The road U. S. 12 leads north and west following the St. Paul 
& Milwaukee Railroad and highway No. 18 goes straight west past 
my homestead and through the Slim Buttes. I wanted to see some 
old friends at Reeder, North Dakota, so we took Road No. 12. At 
Wakapola is an Indian Mission school. We found the Indians more 
friendly than a few years ago. In some towns they were playing 
ball with the white boys. A few years ago this was all cattle and 
horse country, now one 
sees great fields of 
crops and a great many 
elevators. We were just 
now coming into the 
lignite coal fields and 
several mines are along 
the route. A few horses 
and cattle were seen. 
Lots of hogs and tur- 
keys and chickens and 
some milk cows. 

We arrived at 
Reeder Sunday night, it 
rained hard, and next 
morning after calling 
on an old friend started 
south for my ranch. 
Getting out nine miles 
we were stuck in the 
gumbo and after hav- 
ing the garageman 
from Reeder come out 
to pull us out we went 
around the gumbo and 
arrived at the old Ro- 
anian ranch where we 
camped for the night. 
Next morning we drove

town. There were a few 

fine farms but as we were now in the heart of the West River 
ranching country we saw more stock than before. I had not 
been back till now. Things have changed. There used to be a 
family on most every quartersection. Most all the people I knew 
have gone and those who stayed have large holdings, owned or 
at least fenced in as mine is. The nearest post office, Reva, is 
ten miles to the west. A few miles further on is the Slim Buttes, 
a Government reservation of 50,000 acres or more. 

The road passes through the Gap. Before coming to the 
Gap we pass a monument erected to the memory of the last bat- 
tle fought between Indians and white soldiers. Two U. S. sold- 
iers and one scout lie buried there. The Slim Buttes is one of 
the most beautiful scenic spots I have ever seen, consisting of 
several castles (so called). The timber is fine. We used to get 
a permit from the forest rangers to secure our wood here. From 
the Buttes we returned to Reva and on to Strool. We were mak- 
ing for Bison where we had heard that they had horses for sale. 
All the stray and wild horses had been assembled here for sale, 
but we were two days late so we went south and west towards 
Newel, some ninety miles away. When forty-five miles out we 
had trouble with a front wheel bearing and were stranded on the 
plains. After soliciting the aid of a nearby rancher who took 
one of our men to Newel for repairs, we camped close by. We 
were in the heart of the ranching country now. A great many 
—_ camps were seen and there were pleniy of horses and 
cattle. 
One of our party became homesick and thinking that he 
should never again see Indiana cried out “O what a fool I ever 
was to start.” That night was very cold. Next day after dinner 
we were again on our way and arrived at Newell where we 
camped. We had seen several bunches of cattle and they were 
all fat. Among them were Aberdeen-Angus as good as the best. 
This country is noted for its splendid grass. Horses are worked 
without grain, turned out in the fall and caught up in time for 
the spring work. 

I had been looking for a sod shanty, a relic of homesteader 
days and we finally located one. Many happy days have I spent

On down 
to Lead we went, taking up Highway 
No. 85 to Hill City and then to Sylvan 
Lake by way of the “horseshoe” road 
and the tunnel. This is a delightful 
place, mountains, valleys, timber, 
beautiful mountain streams all the 
way to the State Park. A splendid 
hotel furnishes ample accommodations 
for those who seek a real pleasure 
trip to a resort of this kind. Before 
coming to the park we pass through 
two more tunnels and the needles and 
the needles eye is close by. It seems 
so though one is on top the world as 
he looks out from the needles over the 
mountain tops and the valleys. The 
nights here are indescribable for 
beauty and grandeur. People tour the 
old world for beauty but I doubt if 
they find anything to compare with 
these hills. The petrified forest and 
wind cave are not far away.

Davenport Stages a Nice Aberdeen-Angus Show 


Two lowa herds met at Davenport, lowa, 
August 13 to 18, and rubbed up against each 
other for the first time this season. The 
cattle belonged to two of the firms that 
have been making regular showings in 
years gone by, both of which have becn 
in the habit of winning a good share of 
the top ribbons whenever they lead out. 
The bull classes were not represented from 
both herds so a part of the competition 
passed quietly. 

Schmuecker’s aged bull Blackcap Art S. 
381984, had no competition until he came 
out for the senior championship which 
honor was accorded him. Later he defeated 
Bandolier’s Blackcap 6th 418323 from the 
same herd for the grand championship, the 
younger calf having secured the junior 
championship. There were a number of 
really good bulls in this show, bulls that 
will improve as the season ages. 

The real battle developed when the aged 
cows, just two of them, came into the ring. 

This is the first time we ever saw Judge 
Kennedy “stuck” for even a moment. He 
looked them over and walked them and 
looked them over several times. Each time 
Blackcap Marjorie 2d seemed to grow in 
favor. She was in magnificent form, big 
and smooth, carried a very straight back, 
great depth of quarters, width over shoul- 
ders and fullness of heart, a little better at 
the tail head and this one will go a long 
way in the big shows to find one stronger. 
This good cow is the older sister in a long 
string of great show animals in the Blake 
Brothers herd at Des Moines, Iowa. 

Schmuecker’s cow, Pinehurst Prudence 2d 
is in wonderfully fine condition this season, 
so it was no wonder the judge was up a 
tree for a short time.

Another full sister in the next class 
gave way to the Schmuecker entry, Black- 
bird of Pinehurst 5th. These heifers were 
not so far apart any of the time. Both of 
them .extra good. Blakes had a nice pair 
in the next class but Schmuecker slipped 
one between them. Schmuecker topped the 
next class of three and the baby class con- 
sisting of four head was split in regular 
form. Schmuecker drew the odd numbers 
and Blakes the even. This little heifer 
belonging to Schmuecker was awarded the 
junior championship and later had the plea- 
sure of standing alongside the aged cow 
Blackcap Marjorie 2d in the grand cham- 
pionship competition, but she was not big 
enough to turn the trick. 

We were at Davenport but the one day, 
however while there picked up more inquiry 
for Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle and 
feeders than anticipated—perhaps three to 
four times as many as last year. Farmers 
in that corner of Iowa and over in Illinois 
who patronize this show like the Aberdeen-

Sedalia Celebrates August 18th to 25th 


Seemed almost like going home when we 
slipped around the back way at the Missouri 
State fair grounds at Sedalia this year. This 
old side road took us down past the unload- 
ing chutes and gave admission near the cow 
barns. Entering upon the main thorough- 
fare upon which the live stock stables face 
we turned to the left and headed directly 
for the Aberdeen-Angus barn, wondering all 
the while who would be there. The Here- 
ford and the Shorthorn barns were passed 
first and both were well filled and the qual- 
ity looked to be better than usual. The im- 
pression gained in passing was substantiat- 
ed in the show ring in the days that follow- 
ed. “Who said Jacks” is a label standing 
before one of the barns which always makes 
us look for our good friend Mr. Monsees. 
Mules galore, with quality to spare. None 
better in the world. 

At the Aberdeen-Angus barn we found two 
long strings of stalls the whole length of the 
stables, filled with black cattle. Not quite 
so many head perhaps as last year, but 
carrying an abundance of quality. There 
was a big improvement in this respect as 
compared with last year, considering the 
show as a whole. There were no mean cat- 
tle in the six herds shown. 

This was Missouri’s twenty-eighth annual 
fair and two neighboring states came over 
to help her boys celebrate the event. “Jim- 
mie” Hollinger of Chapman, Kansas, was 
present in person with a fine full herd. Wil- 
liam Rowles & Son, of Onawa, Iowa, had 
out a fine full herd under the capable man- 
agement of Matt Young and “Charlie” Ship- 
ton, of Green Mountain, Iowa, had out a sec- 
ond full herd under the management of 
“Jim” Vincent. Messrs. L. V. Dickinson & 
Son, of Bogard; Mills & Anderson, of Kirks- 
ville, and Kahn Brothers, of Sedalia, defend- 
ed the home camp, each with a partial herd 
of good ones as the list of winnings will 
show. 

Superintendent Simpson who is always on 
the job and looking for an opportunity to 
make things more pleasant and interesting 
gave the signal at promptly one o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon for the boys to lead in. 
When the two aged bulls entered the arena 
breeder Grover C. Moritz, who now has a 
nice little herd at Moberly slipped his coat 
and began to operate in his usual carefu! 
and painstaking manner. Grover did a nice 
job of hanging the ribbons. It was bright 
and sunny but not so hot as the preceding 
day. A goodly crowd sat upon the high 
seats around the arena while the more in- 
tensely interested congregated within the 
center of the show ring so as to be on the 
ground floor with the cattle, a thing that 
should be permitted more or less at every 
fair in the country, where the ambition of 
the institution is to attain educational re- 
sults, 

Barmere of Leamoor was carrying per- 
fect bloom and defeated his opponent Ermit 
as he had done at some of the earlier shows. 
Shipton’s Eileenmere 16th met defeat at the 
hands of the Kansas bull Irenmere of 
Wheatland in the two year old class. The 
four Senior yearlings put up a pretty show, 
there being plenty of type and a lot of qual- 
ity displayed. Tolan’s Revolution was shown 
to a queen’s taste by Matt Young and went 
to the top of his class with the good thick 


Hollinger bull Blackbird Quiet Lad next and 
Dickinson’s good thick bull Prizemere held 
the other Rowles bull in fourth place. To- 
lan’s Revolution was accorded the senior 
and grand championship too. 

In the Junior section the first class of 
three was headed by Black Marshall of Sun- 
beam the double Earl Marshall bred bull 
that Messrs. Kahn no doubt are banking big 
on for a few crops of calves. He is an ex- 
ceptionally good calf, straight as a plumb 
line on top, has plenty of scale, quality and 
thickness, but appearing perhaps just a 
trifle up when standing alongside his later 
contenders for the junior championship. 
Nevertheless the judge looked a good long 
while before he turned the calf down. There 
was but two entries in the summer class but 
that was enough to make a fine showing 
for the calf placed at the top is a wonder- 
fully good one. His name is Revolution 41st 
and back of him is a bit of interesting his- 
tory that might as well be spilled here. His 
dam is Pride of Ash Row with a record most 
enviable on the big circuits and his sire is 
Blackcap Revolution the 1923 International 
grand champion. He is hard to fault any 
place. He was accorded the junior cham- 
pionship and made a decidedly favorable 
impression when battling for the grand 
championship which went to Tolan’s Revolu- 
tion, carrying much the same bloodlines, 
especially on the sire’s side. This bull Rev- 
olution 41st is one of the most promising 
youngsters out this season. 

There were six very good calves in the 
last section and here it was that Mills & 
Anderson scored for the blue with a 
very likely calf called Blackcap Clipper 28th 
who follows after the renowned Blackcap 
Clipper. This is a very promising young- 
ster of good type and balance and gives 
promise of a fine outcome. Hollinger cap- 
tured both bull groups, there being three 
sets out in the three bull section and four 
sets out in the two bulls bred and owned by 
exhibitor. 

On Wednesday morning the boys began to 
get the females ready for show. Shortly 
after 12:00 o’clock they began the parade. 
Four of the finest aged cows ever to stand 
side by side at Sedalia greeted the judge 
who worked for fair. There was no use, 
despite the fact that the Hollinger cow was 
about all that could be asked for she just 
did not look right at the top of the class so 
she stood at second place alongside of 
Blackcap of Glenrock 3d, so far undefeated 
in class. The other two cows were plenty 
good enough for champions to say nothing 
about topping their class had the next ones 
above them been absent. There was noth- 
ing particularly modest about this man 
Matt Young when it came to showing cows 
and heifers. His two year old Blackbird of 
M. R. 3d, the pride of the Rowles show herd 
is one of the most perfect specimens to 
grace a show ring. Anything reasonable to 
ask for is there, and the bloom is at its 
peak. This young cow went through to the 
senior and grand championship. Her com- 
pany was none too slow in any competition. 
She is just so outstanding that Arthur Kahn 
of Kahn Brothers, Sedalia, Missouri, found 
a heap of satisfaction in holding her in one 
of the groups while someone else looked af- 
ter his own cattle farther down the line. It 


does a man’s soul good sometimes to get 
hold of the strap on such an animal, and 
this “young fellow” is receptive on such oc- 
casions. Speaking of the cow show Mr. 
Kahn who has been an ardent admirer and 
booster for the breed for many years re- 
marked that this to his mind was the fin- 
est string of Aberdeen-Angus females ever 
shown at Sedalia, and he has been there 
quite a while. Rowles also captured the 
first place in the senior yearling class of 
four which cinched the championship for 
this herd. 

Shipton and Kahn Brothers scrapped a 
pretty battle for first honors in the next 
group of five with the former winning on 
Blackcap Chlora 4th. Rowles repeated in 
the next section, taking first in a group of 
five with Maple River Erianna 5th. Ship- 
ton’s good heifer Beauty of Black Rose 
stood next. James B. Hollinger of Kansas 
scored one and two in the heifer calf class 
on a pair of very promising young things. 
Fact of the matter is there were several 
animals down below second place in a num- 
ber of the classes that will perhaps before 
the season is over annex blue ribbons to 
their collections. The Mills & Anderson and 
the Dickinson groups were very noticeably 
stronger than in former years. 

The groups brought down the house. 
Shorthorn and Hereford followers offered 
and did help to show them. Even the dairy 
fans stood around and wondered—I don’t 
know what. Hollinger & Rowles did not 
treat the rest of the boys with an over- 
abundance of generosity when it came to 
the groups, they just took all the blue and 
red ribbons, except in the young herd group 
where they allowed Shipton to have one of 
the pretty reds. 

The Blacks were shifted from one end of 
the arena to the other. As evidence of the 
interest taken Journal readers should have 
been present to see the ringside shift too. 
It was a great show and one that the “Show 
Me” farmers and stock men will remember 
for many moons because of its excellence.

The Percheron show was opened by seven 
aged stallions. This ring proved to be the 
strongest of the stallion classes. It was 
headed by Tax Collector, owned by Leslie 
Farm, Pekin, Ill. Holberts were seconq 
with Maple Grove Ceasar, who cleaner in 
the legs but lacked in draftiness and depth 
of body to the top horse. The three-year- 
old class was headed by David, an imported 
horse owned by Holberts, that showed a 
great deal of bone, muscling and depth of 
body, and more than likely will be heard of 
in the future.

ter June, 1920, the domestic producers found 
themselves with herds. which had been 
largely increased at a high cost, but with a 
demand for their products which cut prices 
almost in two in a short time. 

A liquidation of at least a part of the 
war-time increase was inevitable with a re- 
turn of the world meat trade to normal 
sources of supply. This liquidation obvious- 
ly had to coincide with lower prices. After 
the initial losses taken by cattle feeders 
during the fall of 1920 and the spring of 
1921, the stress had to fall mainly on the 
cattle breeders, as the fatteners of cattle 
liquidate each year unless they engage also 
in breeding. 

"Z tie whadoanle refusals of banks and 
investment houses to renew live stock pa- 

r had resulted in a situation so serious 
that something had to be done to ease condi- 
tions. The Stock Growers’ Finance Corpor- 
ation, formed early in 1921, loaned $20,- 
000,000 to aid banks which otherwise would 
have had to foreclose on the cattlemen and 
perhaps go into bankruptcy themselves. The 
War Finance Corporation, beginning in 
August, 1921, loaned $93,000,000 for a like 
purpose, besides a large but unknown por- 
tion of its advances of $164,000,000 for 
“general agricultural purposes.” These 
financial aids lessened the volume of liqui- 
dation which continued for five years after 
the late autumn of 1920. In a further at- 
tempt to alleviate conditions, the Emer- 
gency Tariff, effective May 27, 1921, placed 
a duty of 2 cents per pound on beef and veal 
and 30 per cent ad valorem on live cattle. 
This was followed by the Tariff Act of 1922 
(September 22), which placed a duty of 3 
cents per pound on beef and veal, 1% cents 
per pound live weight on cattle weighing 
less than 1,050 pounds, and 2 cents per 
pound on heavier cattle.

The highest prices paid for cattle since 
the war-time peak of 1919 were paid at the 
Denver Union stockyards Tuesday morning. 

A consignment of twenty-one Aberdeen- 
Angus yearlings, shipped by A. E. Eiker of 
Big Springs, Neb., brought a price of $15.75. 
The animals had an average weight of 852 
pounds. A similar shipment by John 
Schmidt of the San Luis valley district av- 
eraged the same in weight and brought the 
same price. 

A carload of yearling heifers shipped by 
W. C. Harris of Logan county, Colorado, 
topped the heifer class at $15. 

Kiker is enthusiastic about the Denver 
market. He is certain that Tuesday’s price 
is better than he could have got on any 
eastern market. Just a year ago Eiker 
topped the Denver market and set the high 
price for the 1927 season up to that time 
with a price of $11.40 for mixed yearlings. 

Schmidt and Harris also have many top 
sales to their credit in the Denver market.—

Such busy days! _Especially when so 
many things come during the same week, as 
is the case with me this week. The County 
Fair, and the excitement it always brings 
where there are children, was one. 

The Shelby County Fair this year was 
about as usual. The poultry exhibit was 
not up to usual standard but aside from that 
every exhibit was as good if not better. 


The 4-H club work is one of the out- 
standing features of our county fair. Yes- 
terday the girls, in uniform, gave several 
demonstrations on care and construction of 
clothing. It is very remarkable the confi- 
dence and ability these young girls show in 
giving their demonstrations. Then the act- 
ual work in practical sewing, darning, and 
other necessary things, they are showing. 
One class was particularly interesting. It 
was a class in made over garments. _The 
original history of the garment was given. 
The first prize was a black granite cloth 
dress. The original was a dress worn by 
the girl’s mother in 1903. The only cost 
was $2.25 for green crepe with which it was 
trimmed. It was beautifully tailored. The 
way in which it was pressed would have put 
a master cleaner in second place. 


The second prize garment was a pretty 
silk dress made from the lining of an old 
coat. The cost of this was ten cents for 
thread. 

Every garment shown, with its history 
was equally interesting, and the lessons 
these girls learn in this work will be of last- 
ing value. 

There were 42 entered in the baby beef 
contest by the boys and girls of Shelby 
county, and nearly every one was a good 
one. The determination and courage shown 
in the faces of these boys and girls is al- 
ready showing the permanent value of this 
training. The show was so close in the 
breed classes every one was eager to know 
just what the decision of the judge would 
be. As usual an Aberdeen-Angus was made 
Grand Champion, a victory for the breed 
and for women, as it was shown by Helen 
Kirchbaum, the daughter of W. L. Kirch- 
baum. well known breeder and feeder. 

I spent two forenoons helping in the baby 
clinic. This has long been one of the great 
features of our fair. Iowa has long excelled 
in her fine herds and tall corn but her be- 
bies is her crop supreme. Such fine babies 
as were scored this year, most of them 
healthy, strong, and well cared for. A com- 
petent baby specialist from a near-by city, 
assisted by several of our own physicians 
gave a thorough examination. Mental tests 
were given as well as a physical examina- 
tion. Advice was given the mothers and 


the babies were scored according to the 
standards of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 


For the third and last (I hope) time I am 
preparing for the threshers. I am thankful 
nothing has been wasted in these many 
preparations. The appetites of my family 
and friends have seen to that. This néigh- 
borhood is very generous in the matter of 
serving threshers. Each one vies with the 
other in seeing whose table holds the most.

Cool Drinks for Warm Days. 


Frosty Cherry Cordial: 1 quart cherry 
juice, juice of three lemons, 1 lemon sliced 
thin, 1 bottle Coca Cola, 142 cups sugar, 3 
pints water (carbonated if preferred). Place 
cherry juice, lemon juice, Coca Cola and 
sugar together, mixing well with an egg 
beater. If plain water is to be used add the 
water and stir well, if carbonated is pre- 
ferred add it just before serving. Serve in 
glasses with chipped ice and a thin slice of 
lemon. This makes a very pretty drink as 
well as being deliciously cooling. Will serve 
about ten large or twelve small glasses. The 
housewife who cans her own cherries may 
find this a very economical drink if she will 
can the juice, which is always left over af- 
ter canning cherries for pie. 


Spiced Iced Tea: Make a syrup by boil- 
ing for 5 minutes, 1 cupful sugar, 2 cup- 
fuls water, and 1 tablespoonful whole 
cloves, and 2 pieces of stick cinnamon. 
Strain to remove spices, Make a strong tea 
infusion and pour it off the leaves. Add 
the spiced syrup to taste. Add crushed ice, 
slices of lemon, and sprigs of mint before 
serving. 

Spiced Lemonade: Put one-half teaspoon 
whole allspice, one-half teaspoon cloves, a 
small piece of stick cinnamon into one quart 
of cold water and bring to a boil and chill. 
Make lemonade, using juice of four lemons 
and a quart of water. Add the quart of cold 
spiced water, sweeten to taste and serve with 
a slice of lemon having a clove stuck in its 
center. Add a plentiful supply of cracked 
ice. 

Maple-Ginger Cream: 1 teaspoon maple 
syrup, one tablespoon cold sweet cream, 
one-third pint ice cold ginger ale. Have 
bottle of good grade ginger ale and a jar 
of fresh sweet cream on ice until thorough- 
ly cold. Chill beverage glass. (An 8 ounce 
glass is most satisfactory.) When you wish 
to serve the drink, make as follows: Put 
the maple syrup into chilled glass. Add the 
cream. Stir syrup and cream together light- 
ly with small silver fork or spoon. When 
well blended, pour in the ginger ale. The 
complete mixture should then form a light 
foam. If it does not, again mix lightly 
with spoon. Serve immediately. Will make 


one glass. It is well to have several bottles 
of ginger ale and two or three jars of cream 
in the refrigerator at all times during the 
summer. In this way, you can quickly chill 
glasses and prepare any number of servings 
on short notice. No matter how many 
glasses you are serving, each recipe should 
be made separately and quickly while the 
ginger ale is sparkling.

For Your Party. 

For your next party, divide the guests in- 
to groups of four.

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Merino Sheep 


Early Improvers iz the United States 


Stephen Atwood of Wood- 
ury, Connecticut, was one of 
the foremost breeders of the 
American Merino during his ; ' 
time. He began his breeding operations in 
1813 and continued them until his death in 
1867. Edwin Hammond of Middlebury, Ver- 
mont, enjoyed wide distinction as a noted 
improver of the American Merino from 
1844 until 1870. Early improvers of the 
Rambouillet, originally recognized as the 
French Merino, were D. C. Collins, John A. 
Taintor and George Campbell. Among the 
more recent prominent breeders who have 
contributed their skill toward the improve- 
ment of the American Rambouillet are 
Thomas Wyckoff, Davisburgh, Michigan; C. 
E. Lockwood, Washington, Michigan; E. M. 
Moore, Orchard Lake, Michigan; A. A. 
Wood and Sons, Saline, Michigan; W. G. 
Markham, Avon, N. Y.; Orth Brothers, Mc- 
Guffey, Ohio; F. S. King Brothers, Laramie, 
Wyoming; John Seely, Mount Pleasant, 
Utah; R. A. Jackson, Dayton, Washington; 
The Butterfield Livestock Co., Weiser, Ida- 
ho; and Bullard Brothers, Woodlands, Cali- 
fornia. The late W. S. Hansen, Collinston, 
Utah, was one of the first American breed- 
ers to devote his attention towards the de- 
velopment and improvement of the polled 
Rambouillet, which type has become very 
popular in West Texas during recent years. 
This line of breeding was taken up a num- 
ber of years ago by T. L. Drisdale, Juno, 
Texas, who during the more recent years 
has developed an outstanding polled Ram- 
bouillet producing a high yielding clip of 
staple wool of a quality probably unsurpass- 
ed in America. 

In 1863 George Campbell exhibited twelve 
Merino sheep bred at his Vermont establish- 
ment at the International Exhibition at 
Hamburg. His was the only American flock 
on exhibition and they were in competition 
with 913 Merinos from France, Italy, Aus 
tria, Russia and Germany. He succeeded in 
taking two first and one second premiums. 
This showing made by Mr. Campbell was a 
great moral victory for the Vermont Merino 
and it is recorded that the thousands of in- 
terested spectators who had assembled 
around the exhibit of Louis-Napoleon de- 
serted it to review the prize-winning Ver- 
mont exhibit. These twelve sheep were sold 
to Count Shen Thors of Silesia for five 
thousand dollars. 

First Finewool Record Associations. 

The United States Merino Sheep Breeders 
Association was the first sheep registry or- 
ganization to be perfected in the United 
States. It was organized in Ohio in 1875, 
and blood lines acceptable for registration 
were restricted to flocks tracing in unbrok- 
en lines to the original Spanish importations 
and exclude any admixture of blood lines 
originating from importations from France 
or Saxony. The Vermont Merino breeders 
perfected a similar record organization dur- 
ing the late seventies. Since the early 
American improvers of the Merino had no 
generally accepted type set as a goal, very 
naturally several distinct types were deve!- 
oped and intensified and this no doubt at a 
considerable sacrifice of uniformity of qual- 
ity and length of staple. Merino breeders 
In Western Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio and other states bred along plainer 
lines perhaps, giving consideration to con- 
stitution and conformation of the animals

as well as to the quality and 
length of staple. In conse- 
quence of these several vari- 
. ; ations in the type of Merinos 
in different sections, new record associa- 
tions were organized from time to time un- 
til in 1904, when there were some 19 or 20 
Merino registry organizations actually func- 
tioning. A marked forward step was taken 
by the American Merino breeders in 1906, 
when a meeting of the representatives of 
the numerous Merino registry associations 
was called at Columbus, Ohio, for the pur- 
pose of perfecting one strong organization. 

The present day American and Dalaine 
Merino Record Association was the outcome 
of that meeting. The new association rec- 
ognized all organizations which had been 
recording Merinos tracing back to the orig- 
inal importations from Spain regardless of 
type. It was decided to designate the dif- 
ferent type Merinos as A’s, B’s and C’s in- 
stead of using all of the names hitherto us- 
ed. The A type is the extremely wrinkled 
one; the B type has perhaps a little more 
scale than the A, with rather heavy folds on 
neck, flank, thighs and tail head, the sides 
being comparatively free from prominent 
folds; while the C type, which is generally 
referred to as a Delaine Merino, should be 
free from folds other than on the neck, and 
should show a good flank as well as being 
free from folds on the thighs. The American 
and Delaine Merino Record Association is 
today credited with more than 600 active 
members who are actively engaged in the 
production of Merinos in all parts of the 
United States. Mr. Gowdie Williams, Xenia, 
Ohio is the present secretary for this asso- 
ciation. 

The American Rambouillet Sheep Breed- 
ers’ Association was organized in 1889 at 
Pontiac, Michigan. The present member- 
hip totals nearly eleven hundred with total 
cegistrations of 221,425 Rambouillet sheep. 
Registrations during the past year totaled 
20,753 and pedigrees are now being accepted 
for the 46th volume. Mr. Dwight Lincoln, 
Marysville, Ohio, is secretary of this organ- 
ization. The International von Homeyer 
Rambouillet Club Record was effected in 
Detroit, Michigan, in December, 1902. Un- 
der the rules of that organization no sheep 
whose breeding did not trace in unbroken 
line through sire and dam directly to the 
von Homeyer flock was eligible for regis- 
tration. Only one record volume was issued 
by the von Homeyer Record Association al- 
though it is important to here emphasize 
the fact that this strain of Rambouillets has 
played a prominent role in the development 
and improvement of the American Ram- 
bouillet to the present standard of perfec- 
tion that has now been attained.

Recollections 
ora Iribute zo Earl Marshall 


A pause at mid-day, and as 
usual my trip to the post of- 
fice, for my paper or by 
chance a letter to read while at my lunch 
and this day there was a letter, I opened it 
and read, “We are all well but feeling rath- 
er sad, just writing you a line to tell you 
Earl Marshall, poor old fellow, has gone, 
died yesterday.” This from the sister who 
always remembers just how much all this 
means to me. The tears began to flow and 
my mind wandered back to the happy yes- 
terdays of my life and to the first time I 
ever saw Earl Mar- 
shall. This was at 
the Nebraska State 
Fair 1915. He was, 
I suppose, shown at 
the Iowa State Fair 
the previous week, 
but I can not re- 
member him there, 
perhaps because his 
stall mate Blackcap 
Bertram won_ the 
blue ribbons and be- 
cause of that, at- 
tracted the especial 
attention of specta- 
tors at the McHenry 
stalls in Des Moines. 

This particular 
morning, we arrived 
in Lincoln about 9 a. 
m. and as_ usual 
went immediately to 
the barns to see that 
the cattle had arriv- 
ed and were all in 
good shape. On our 
way to lunch we passed the McHenry stalls 
and were stopped by John Brown. After 
greeting us he at once said “Mr. Escher, 
what do you think of this pair of young fel- 
lows? Which one do you like the best?” 
He uncovered the bulls and they were a 
picture. I can just see them now, smooth 
and of a perfect Aberdeen-Angus type. My 
husband looked them over in his usual way 
and said to John “Bertram is carrying more 
flesh than this other fellow and his coat of 
hair is better John, but I like Earl Marshall 
the best.” John replied, “Yes he is the best 
I think, but he is more restless than Bert- 
ram won't keep still long enough to get in 
condition to show well.” We went on and 
not a word was spoken for quite awhile, 
when I heard, “There is the making of a 
great herd bull in that young bull,” and I 
answered which one? and Charlie replied in 
some surprise, “Why Earl Marshall of 
course.” 

“IT do not remember just how the ribbons 
were placed that week but do know that the 
following week at the South Dakota Fair 
he was made champion and was never again 
shown after that season. The Longbranch 
herd at this time was as nearly complete as 
was possible for a herd of cattle to be, each 
branch of every family had been gathered 
together. Our last importation had given 
us our herd bulls. The farm was carrying 
all the cows it could maintain so the firm 
of Escher & Ryan were building up and 
adding to that herd whenever possible, and 
at this time were in need of a herd bull. I 
often heard them talk this over and the

conversation would 

end with well that Earl Mo 
shall bull over at McHenry’: 
would be just what they wanted. So po 
beautiful autumn day Earl drove up ant 
was informed they were going to McHenry’s 

Upon their return I asked no question, 
but knew by their looks they had met with 
disappointment and upon inquiring found 
Mr. McHenry had asked them $1000 for 
Karl Marshall, which seemed quite a sum 
at this time, for this firm to pay for a 
young bull and they purchased Blackcap 
Bryce instead for 
$500. This experi- 
ence afterward proy- 
ed a good lesson and 
I hope those who 
may read this arti- 
cle may profit by it. 
The boys knew what 
they wanted but let 
the difference of 
$500 keep them from 
buying what their 
judgment dictated. 

It is needless for 
me to write of the 
wonderful sons and 
daughters that have 
graced the show and 
sale rings since the 
Nebraska Fair 1915 
as that part of Ab- 
erdeen - Angus _his- 
tory is very well 
known and has been 
abiy described, but 
early in Earl Mar- 
shall’s breeding ca- 
reer more winners might have been develop- 
ed at Pleasant View Farm but it was in- 
possible to keep them and had it not been 
for Earl and his able assistant Bob Brown 
not one would have ever been kept long 
enough to develop into a champion. It us- 
ed to be rather amusing to go down to 
Pieasant View and have them show us with 
beaming faces a wonderful array of young 
bull calves, and then to go again in a short 
time with a prospective purchaser and find 
quite a few of the better calves not there. 
I have never yet found out where they put 
them. This would happen usually rather 
often from May 1 until September. 

Earl Marshall was always the Ruler or 
the Czar. One time I recall in particular 
this incident: It was when the bull Enlate 
was just about to start out to the fall fairs, 
and this time we all felt sure we had an In- 
ternational champion. I visited Pleasant 
View and went out to see Enlate. He was 
lying in a large stall with an electric fan 
keeping him cool. We were commenting 
upon his wonderful conformation, type, fin- 
ish and smoothness when he mooed very 
plaintively and in just another moment he 
almost “wailed.” It seemed to me as if he 
were in great pain. I said to Bob Brown, 
“What is the matter with him?” and he re- 
plied, with a smile, “Oh he just heard Earl 
Marshall.” I had not noticed the terrific 
bellow outside the barn but Enlate had. 
They were all pets, well cared for and cher- 
ished as we all loved them.

ae find in breed- 
ing Percherons that 
a cross between cer- 
tain families pro- 
duces a better horse 
than is secured when 
individuality has 
been set up above 
ancestry as a guide. 
It is clearly evident 
that my _ present 
herd sire, Laet, 
crosses better on 
Dragon and Carnot 
mares than he does 
on any other family 
of Percherons that I 
know about. He is 
a particularly big, 
strong, rugged sire, 
and it would seem 
that the quality in 
Dragon and Carnot 
mares produces the 
combination which 
turns out best thru 
the colts. I have seen 
breeders pay no at- 
tention to this mat- 
ter of family. They simply bred their mares 
to a registered stallion either because he 
was close at hand, because he had the size, 
or in some instances, because he was a prize 
winner at a prominent show. In no case has 
a breeder who followed this plan produced 
the most profitable kind of Percheron. 

The success of many of our breeders in 
the Perche is due to the fact that they are 
able to breed their mares to exactly the 
right stallions. I am told that the French 
breeders do not hesitate to send their mares 
long distances in order to breed to the sire 
which may be expected to produce the best 
colt. The smallness of the district of the 
Perche is a distinct advantage from this 
standpoint. 

We are not so fortunate in this country 
for our Percheron breeders are spread out 
so far that it is not always possible to breed 
mares to the stallion to 
which the owner would 
like to have those mares 
bred. Many of our breed- 
ers should think more ser- 
lously about shipping or 
trucking mares a consid- 
erable distance if neces- 
Sary in order to get them 
bred to the stallion which 
the breed has reason to 
believe will nick best with 
the particular mare. I 
have shipped mares across 
several states for this 
purpose. It is said that the

sire is half the herd, but I believe that for 


horses the statement should be changed. A 


sire is all the herd if he is a poor one, and 
a breeder cannot succeed with Percherons 
or any other breed of draft horses if he has 
a poor sire even though his mares may be 
unusually good. 

The mare which has a good colt every 
year should be retained in the stud, but too 
many of our breeders are willing to part 
with such females when an 
attractive price is offered. 
This is good business on the 
part of the buyer, but the 
seller often comes to regret 
_his bargain. There is a vast 
difference between the earn- 
Ing power of a mare having 
an occasional colt and the one 
that will have a good colt 
every year even though it is 
by a different sire. Only a 
few can be put in the latter 
class, and when a breeder se- 
cures such a mare he should 
keep her, particularly if she 
produces a satisfactory kind 
of colt. 

I have always been strong 
for picking good sized mares. 
I do not know how much 
there is to it, but I have al- 
ways had a notion that good 
sized mares with roomy mid- 
dles had more space in which 
to carry a foal and less dif- 
ficulty at foaling time. If 
one has small tight-made 
mares and breeds them to a 
big stallion, trouble at foal- 
ing time may be expected. 

While we ordinarily think that a colt’s 
growth depends almost entirely on the way 
he is fed, I can not but believe that some of 
this desired growth and development can be 
helped and hastened by giving the foal an 
extra good start while he is being carried 
in dam.

Demonstration k arms 


Can a Dealer Cooperate with Producers 
in Establishing Demonstration Farms? 


During the past two years the Poultry Research Society has 
been co-operating with a number of its members in establishing 
Poultry Demonstration Farms with producers. Although some 
of these farms have been in operation only a limited time they 
are showing evidence of being very successful projects. 

Within the past thirty days the writer has had an opportun- 
ity to visit several of these projects. Among them was a pro- 
ject conducted by Charles Bethke, manager of the Jewell Pro- 
duce Co., Jewell, Iowa. Mr. Bethke interested one of the women 


in his community in one of these so-called poultry 
projects. They secured 3,000 baby chicks from a good 
hatchery. These chicks were placed in different com- 
partments of a brooder house so that no one unit was 
overcrowded at the time the chicks were placed under 
the hovers. 

The young chicks were fed according to the plan 
outlined by the Poultry Research Society and were 
fed mashes approved by the Society; also a good anti- 
septic was used for spraying the house and an intes- 
tinal antiseptic was used in the drinking water. The 
mortality in this lot of 3,000 chicks was less than 2 
per cent. 

At the time the writer visited this farm he can 
safetly state that these 3,000 chicks presented a won- 
derful sight. They were very uniform in develop- 
ment, feather growth, etc. There was not a droopy 
chick in the entire lot. One of the secrets of this uni- 
form development is, without a doubt, the fact that 
adequate mash hopper space was provided for the 
stock. The birds were given ample supply of good, 
wholesome, clean feed, together with a good supply of 
clean water at all times. The chickens were kept on 


ground that was free from contamination and were ow 


given decomposed mouldy materia 
they are not going to produce a pe 
of flesh as in the case where they are gj y 
clean, wholesome food and are raised in a 
clean environment. The same is true Fada 
the standpoint of egg production. = 

Mr. Bethke states that this project with- 
out a doubt is proving a benefit to him and 
unless something very unforeseen happens 
the entire project will be completed ve 
successfully this season. It is his intention 

to duplicate this project next year. . 

Many of the farmers in his territory haye 
seen the stock that they have produced and 
are willing to give added consideration to 
their poultry units in another year. When 
it is demonstrated to them with the actual 
chicks, under practical farm conditions 
there certainly is no argument that can be 
sala eri “op ; — 

_., During the past year the Missouri Pa- 
_ cific Railroad Company, under the nue 
of their proultry extension man, F. W. Wesco, has 
inaugurated a system of poultry demonstration farms 
among its agents. The railroad has confidence in the 
ability of the men selected for this work and is will- 
ing to loan them a definite amount of money to en- 
courage this venture. 


At the present time there are approximately ten 
poultry demonstration farms. The purpose of these 
farms is not only to stimulate interest among their 
own men but to use these demonstration farms in a 
practical way that is to illustrate by demonstration 
to the various producers in the territory that by pre- 
pared methods of feeding, management, etc., poultry 
can be made a very good paying enterprise on any 
farm. According to Mr. Wesco this project has been 
unusually successful during the time that it has been 
in operation. Most of the men engaged in this pro- 
ject are very enthusiastic in regard to the results 
they have obtained and they are becoming leaders in 
their own community along poultry production lines. 

With the tremendous interest manifested along 
production lines by dealers in poultry and eggs, there 
is no doubt in the mind of the writer but that many 
of these dealers are going to enter this field of dem- 
onstration work with one purpose in mind—to im- 
prove the poultry in their local territory By assisting

itate feeding and housing in small quarters 
and to improve their appearance at the fin- 
ish of the trial. 

Although the Holstein calves made a high 
average daily gain and a high return over 
the cost of feed, it must not be concluded 
that this would be the case in actual prac- 
tice. The low valuation of these calves at 
the start of the trial gives them a decided 
advantage over the other two lots in com- 
puting their financial returns. Although 
the low valuation represented their actual 
worth at the time the trial started, there is 
no supply of such calves available as feed- 
ers. It also must be concluded that the pres- 
ent strong demand for a medium grade of 
young, finished beef cattle is an important 
factor in the relatively high selling price of 
this lot. The long feeding period on a fat- 
tening ration developed a degree of finish 
rarely observed on this type of cattle. 

Lot III, the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
calves, were probably the lowest in condi- 
tion of any lot at the start of the trial. Six 
of these calves were secured from Wiscon- 
sin breeders and came direct from following 
their dams on summer pasture. The other 
two calves were raised by the University. 
Although these calves were thinner in flesh 
than the cross bred Aberdeen-Angus-Hol- 
stein calves at the start of the trial, they 
made a somewhat higher daily gain while 
on experiment. Due to some variation in 
age, type, and condition, this lot of calves 
was less uniform throughout the trial than 
either of the other lots. Had it not been 
for the lack of uniformity and three of the 
animals not carrying as high a degree of 
finish as the rest, it is quite certain that 
the lot would have realized 50 or 75 cents 
per hundred weight higher selling value.
